The original practice in New South Wales was 
to make no arbitrary division between legal pracs 
titioners, If a client chose to, do sa, he could 
have one man conduct his case right through, 
The game man that saw the witnesses, and took : 

‘their statements, and knew the whole details of 
the cate,and with whom the client had personally 
talked the ‘muter over, could, if the client so 
chose, conduct it inthe court. ' But that sort of. 
thing did not suituhe Judges of later times, The 
-wanted to fullow England, to create a “Bar” with. 
all its privileges, and its exclusiveness; so the 
Judges, not the neople nor the fegislature, mind 
you, but the Judg:s, under some real or fancied 
power piven by the Act enabling them to make.

—_—————————— : 
A THRILLING KPISODE FROM THE /AUBTOTTAL« 
i _ TAN WAR. : 


The “Reminiscences of General di Revel”
